PHILADELPHIA. April IS.—Full 
re tifm ation of existent* of a pre­ 
cocity extract, one of the most un­ 
believable discoveries of

The extract comes from the thy- 
mu* elands of calves. 
It causes 
young rat* to grow up. physically 
ami mentally, in half normal time 
without 
shortening 
their 
adult 
lives, which hecan so much sooner. 
The extract is ready to be tried 
out to learn what human uses it 
possesses. 
There is no expects 
tion, said Leonard G. Rowntree, M. 
of Philadelphia, who reported 
A ft of the thymus extrac* doing to 
womans the things 
predicted on 
the basis of Its action on rats. 


These predictions include babies 
growing into good prize fighters at 
six. college graduates at I-’ and the 
making of a ‘ dictator s elixir." by 
which boys could be grown into 
full-size fighting men in half time 
The thymus gland effects were 
first reported a year ago a* some 
thing ‘‘almost beyond belief." The 
first was based on five generations 
of rats injected daily with th* thy­ 
mus extract. 
These generations 
were the equivalent of H'O years 
in human terms. 
Toddy’s report verifies the pre 
vious finding on another five gen­ 
erations of rats. 
This second set repeated every­ 
thing. the young born heavier, get­ 
ting teeth their first day, opening 
their eyes the third day instead of 
the 16t it d r * their fur grown, them ­ 
selves weaned and self-supporting 
as rats in the third and fourth days 
of their lives. 
But no giants developed. 
The 
young rats simply m atured in about 
half time. 
Their “control” cousins, 
with no thymus extract, eventually 
caught up to them iii all respects. 
Virtually all this effect came in­ 
directly. 
It was due not to thymus 
extract given to young rats, but to 
the extract given to their parents. 
The effect was cumulative. 
The 
unbelievably fast development came 
after the second or third genera­ 
tions. 
Stopping it even for one genera 
tion lost these effect* almost com­ 
pletely.

precocity did not become heredi­ 
tary.

Cured in Infancy 
Please bear in mind that deform i-J 
ties like bow legs, knock knees, as j 
well as club foot, can be corrected 
Iii infancy ny manipulation and me­ 
chanical appliances. But if the con­ 
dition is neglected and the bones 
have become firm and molded, the j 
oully way to correct ihe deformity 
is by an operation.
